Promulgated by the President in the Fifteenth Year of the 

Republic of India. 

A Regulation to repeal the Andaman and Nicobar Islands 
Development Force Regulation, 1945, and to amend 
certain other Regulations. 

In exercise of the powers conferred by article 240 of the 
Constitution, the President is pleased to promulgate the following 
Regulation made by him :— 

1. This Regulation may be called the Andaman and Nicobar Shorttitle - 
Islands (Repealing and Amending) Regulation, 1964. 

2 . The Andaman and Nicobar Islands Development Force Regulation 

Regulation, 1945, is hereby repealed. 6 of 1945. 


3. The Regulations specified in the Schedule are hereby amended 

to the extent and in the manner mentioned in the fourth column certain

4 . The repeal of the Andaman and Nicobar Islands Development Saving. 
Force Regulation, 1945, by section 2 shall not affect— 


(a) the previous operation of the said Regulation or anything 
duly done or suffered thereunder; or 
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(b) any right, privilege, obligation or liability acquired, 
accrued or incurred under the said Regulation; or 

(c) any penalty, forfeiture or punishment incurred in 
respect of any offence committed against the said Regulation; or 

(d) any investigation, legal proceeding or remedy in respect 
of any such right, privilege, obligation, liability, penalty, 
forfeiture or punishment as aforesaid; 

and any such investigation, legal proceeding or remedy m^y be 
instituted, continued or enforced and any such penalty, forfeiture or 
punishment may be imposed as if the said Regulation had not been 
repealed.
